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SHANGHAI  WHEAT  MARKET  SITUATION 

About  two- thirds  of  the  milling  capacity  of  Shanghai  continues 
idle  because  of  the  lack  of  domestic  supplies  of  wheat  and  because  of 
the  very  unfavorable  silver  exchange  rate  which  has  practically  put  for- 
eign wheat  beyond  the  reach  of  Chinese  millers  for  this  season,  in  spite 
of  some  advance  in  flour  prices,  according  to  a  cable  from  agricultural 
Commissioner  p.  0.  Nyhus  at  Shanghai.     Australian  and  Canadian  wheat 
continue  to  be  quoted  substantially  higher  than  present  quotations  for 
American  western  red  wheat  No.  2  at  $1.37  per  bushel  c.i.f.  Shanghai, 
while  small  sales  of  domestic  wheat  are  made  at  $1.10  per  bushel.  The 
Shanghai  flour  market  is  now  much  improved  "ith  lov.rer  stocks  and  the 
development  of  a  good  demand  from  Tientsin.     It  is  reported  that  imports 
at  Tientsin  have  been  light,  accounting  for  the  reduction  in  the  large 
stocks.    Tientsin  merchants  find  prices  of  foreign  flour  too  high  and 
are  bidding  for  the  reduced  output  of  the  Shanghai  mills,  the  prices  of 
which  have  advanced  to  $1.20  per  bag  for  January  delivery. 


CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

Ike  German  hop  market  was  firm  during  the  week  ended  January  8, 
according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Steere  at 
Berlin.     The  Berlin  average  price  of  heavy  hogs  remained  at  the  pre- 
ceding week: s  level,  but  the  margin  over  a  year  ago  was  narrowed  to  70 
cents  per  100  pounds.    Receipts  were  heavier  following  the  reductions 
during  the  holiday  period.     In  lard,  however,  the  Hamburg  average  was 
easier  at  $11.91  per  100  pounds  against  $14.29  a  year  ago.     See  table,

In  the  3ritikh  cured  rjork  market,  most  items  were  easier  during 
the  week  ended  January  9,  according  to  Liverpool  quotations  cabled  by 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at  London.     Of  the  items  reported, 
Danish  Wiltshire  sides  were  the  only  ones  to  show  prices  higher  than 
those  of  last  year  at  $22.59  per  100  pounds.     Lard  went  above  the 
levels  of  recent  weeks  to  reach  $11.84,  but  was  still  $2.40  lower  than 
a  year  ago.     J£e  table,  page  55. 

The  Bradford  wool  market  continues  quiet  with  buyers  hesitant 
about  placing  orders  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  wool  sales  in  London 
on  January  21.     Improvement  in  volume  of  business  is  expected,  however, 
as  soon  as  wool  values  become  stabilized,  according  to  Consul  Thomson 
at  Bradford.    Wool  machinery  activity  is  reported  to  be  low  in  Great 
Britain,  3elgium  and  Italy  but  good  in  Erance  and  Germany,  according  to 
the  United  States  Agricultural  Commissioners  in  London  and  Berlin. 
Osrman  worsted  spinners  have  a  satisfactory  quantity  of  new  orders  on 
hand  but  the  woolen  spinners  are  still  depressed. 
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ITheat  acreage  in  1930 

The  acreage  sown  to  wheat   in  Tunis  up  to  December  31  for  the  1930 
harvest  is  reported  at  1,730,000  acres  which  is  the  same  as  was  sown  for 
the  '1929  harvest  hut  slightly  helow  the  acreage  sown  for  the  1928  harvest. 
The  first  estimate  of  the  acreage  sov/n  in  Bulgaria  is  2,875,000  acres, 
which  is  an  increase  of  nearly  10  per  cent  over  the  2,619,000  acres  sown 
for  the  1929  harvest  and  is  the  largest  on  record.     In  Russia  fehe  1930 
spring  wheat  acreage  to  he  covered  by  contracts  with  the  growers  is  placed 
by  the  "plan"  at  57,000,000  acres,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agri- 
cultural Commissioner  Steere  at  Berlin.     This  is  only  about  2,000,000 
acres  less  than  the  total  spring  wheat  area  harvested  last  year,  including 
both  contracted  and  non-contracted  acreage.     Lack  of  equipment  and  short- 
age of  seed  seriously  hinder  the  preparation  for  the  spring  sowing  cam- 
paign. 

European  growing  conditions 

European  weather  was  mostly  clear  during  the  week  ended  January 
9  although  light  precipitation  was  reported  in  parts  of  western  and 
southern  Europe,  Mr.  Steere  reports.    Temperatures  were  generally  lower 
than  during  the  preceding  week  but  were  above  normal  during  the  day  time. 
The  ground  is  without  snow  cover  except  in  the  northern  and  eastern 
regions  of  Russia. 

TTheat  production  in  1929 

The  1929  wheat  production  as  reported  by  41  countries  was 
3,273,483,000  bushels,  approximately  14  per  cent  below  the  3,803,410,000 
bushels  produced  in  1928.    The  revised  estimates  recived  during': the 
past  week  result  in  an  upward  revision  of  the  total  by  only  slightly 
more  than  2,000,000  bushels.     The  estimate  of  the  production  in  Germany 
has  been  increased  by  about  7,500,000  bushels,  but  on  the  other  hand, 
the  estimate  of  the  production  in  Greece  has  been  lowered  5,500,000 
bushels.     See  table,  page  48. 

Movement  to  market 

United  States 

Exports  of  wheat  from  the  United  States  from  July  1,  1929  to 
January  4,  1930  were  94,212,000  bushels  as  against  103,399,000  bushels 
during  the  same  period  of  the  1928-29  season.     Exports  during  the  week 
ended  January  4  were  2,635,000  bushels  as  compared  with  1,779,000  bushels 
during  the  preceding  week  and  1,878,000  bushels  during  the  week  ended 
January  5,  1929. 
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Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Uestern  Grain  Division  of  Canada  on  January 
3,  1330  were  154,648,000  "bushels  against  153,523,000  bushels  on  December 
27,  1929  and  141,670,000  bushels  on  January  4,  1929.    Receipts  of  wheat 
at  Ebrt  William  -  Port  Arthur  during  the  week  were  1,456,000  bushels  and 
shipments  were  231,000  bushels.    Total  receipts  for  the  season  to  January 
3  were  82,239,000  bushels  against  219,315,000  bushels  during  the  same 
period  last  season.    Total  shipments  to  January  3  were  82,106,000  bushels 
against  226,034,000  bushels  last  season.

Total  grain  procurements  of  Russian  state  and  cooperative  procuring 
organizations  up  to  January  1  exceeded  by  6  per  cent  the  yearly  "plan" 
for  the  whole  co-uitry,      cording  to  Mr.  St  cere.    The  "plan"  for  bread 
grains  alone  was  practically  executed.    Nevertheless  the  condition  of 
the  Russian  domestic  grp.in  market  does  not  lend  support  to  rumors  of 
Pussian  wheat  exprts  cn  any  extensive  scale,  although  seme  offers  and 
possibly  some  sales  abroad  seem  to  have  occurred.

The  grain  markets  were  fairly  active  during  the  week  especially 
in  central  Europe,  Mr.  Steere  cables.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat 
at  -Hamburg  on  January  8  was  $1.67  per  bushel,  which  was  the  same  as  on 
December  31.    The  spot  price  of  domestic  rye  at  Berlin  declined  from 
$1.03  per  bushel  on  December  31  to  $.93  per  bushel  cn  January  8.

Prospects  for  marketing  American  wheat  in  Japan  continue  favorable, 
according  to  a  cable  from  Consul  Devault  at  Tokyo.    Aitho-ugh  the  total 
imports  of  wheat  into  Japan  during  the  first  five  months  of  the  present 
season  were  less  than  during  the  same  period  of  1929,  imports  from  the 
United  States  increased  nearly  60  per  cent.     During  November  1,002,000 
bushels  were  imported  from  United  States,  400,000  bushels  from  Canada  and 
167,000.  bushels  from  Australia.    United  States  western  white,  No.  2  was 
quoted  at  $1.68  per  bushel  on  January  3  as  against  $1.74  per  bushel  on 
December  2.     Canadian  No.  5  was  quoted  at  $1.74  per  bushel.    The  Tokyo 
flour  market  is  dull  due  to  a  weak  domestic  market  and  a  peer  expert 
demand.    Exports  of  flour  during  November  amounted  to  slightly  more  than 
600,000  bags.  , 
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United  States  wheat  prices 

Wheat  markets  were  weak  and  unsettled  during  the  week  ended  January 
9  and  prices  lost  considerable  ground,    prices  steadied  somewhat  during  the 
last  two  days.     Sharply  lower  Liverpool  quotations  and  slack  foreign  demand 
for  wheat  seemed  to  be  largely  responsible  for  weaker  domestic  markets. 
Prices  at  Liverpool  declined  to  as  much  as  six  cents  below  the  high  point  of 
the  previous  week.     The  closing  price  of  May  futures  at  Chicago  was  approx- 
imately 132  cents  on  January  9,  a  drop  of  three  cents  as  compared  with  the 
price  on  January  2,  but  11  cents  higher  than  the  price  on  the  corresponding 
day  last  year.     May  futures  at  Liverpool  closed  at  142  cents  on  January  9 
as  compared  with  148  cents  January  2,  and  134  cents  last  year.     May  futures 
at  Winnipeg  declined  about  four  cents  during  the  week.     February  futures  at 
Buenos  Aires  closed  at  120  cents  on  January  8  as  compared  with  127  cents  on 
December  31. 

Although  the  cash  wheat  markets  were  tinsettled  during  the  week  ended 
January  3,  1930,  enough  strength  was  shown  during  the  closing  days  of  the 
old  year  to  raise  average  prices  well  above  those  of  the  previous  week.  Of 
the  various  classes,  soft  red  winter  developed  the  most  strength  and  durum 
the  least.    The  weighted  average  cash  price  of  all  classes  and  grades  at  six 
markets  advanced  three  cents  to  126  cents  per  bushel  as  compared  with  105 
cents  a  year  ago.     No.  1  dark  northern  spring  at  Minneapolis  advanced  four 
cents  to  136  cents,  while  No.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas  City  advanced  three 
cents  to  125  cents,  which  is  equal  to  the  price  of  four  WSeks  before  when 
the  price  l^vel  was  the  highest  since  early  in  October.    No.  2  amber  durum 
at  Minneapolis  and  No  2  red  winter  at  St.  Louis  was  advanced  two  cents  to 
124  and  137  cents  respectively.     Western  white,  as  indicated  by  the  average 
of  cash  -Quotations  at  Seattle,  advanced  two  cents  to  126  cents  per  bushel. 
Cash  rrices  have  reclined  some  since  January  3.     The  spread  between  cash 
closing  prices  at  Minneapolis  and  Winnipeg  narrowed  two  cents  during  the 
week  to  six  cents  in  favor  of  Winnipeg,  as  compared  with  a  spread  of  three 
cents  in  favor  of  Minneapolis  a  year  ago.     See  table,  page  43. 

Rye  pr  o  duct  ion,  in  1929 

The  1929  rye  production  as  reported  by  23  European  countries  is  now 
slightly  above  the  production  in  the  same  countries  in  1928.     The  1929  pro- 
duction is  reported  at  890,966,000  bushels  as  against  890,908,000  bushels 
in  the  same  countries  in  1928.     The   revised  estimates  of  the  production  in 
Germany  and  Greece  are  given  in  the  table  on  page  48.    The  acreage  sown 
to  rye  in  Bulgaria  for  the  1930  harvest  is  estimated  at  541,000  acres  as 
against  405,000  acres  for  the  1929  harvest,  and  450,000  acres  for  the  1928 
harvest .

Barley 

The  1S29  barley  production  as  reported  in  39  countries  has 
reached  a  total  of  1,423,432,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  1  per  cent 
from  the  harvest  in  the  same  countries  last  year.     The  previous  es- 
timate of  the  barley  crop  in  Germany  has  been  increased  by  about 
8,500,000  bushels  to  146,101,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  5  per  cent  from 
the  155,721,000  bushels  raised  in  1328.     The  total  for  the  27  European 
countries  now  reported,   including  the  first  estimate  for  Northern  Ire- 
land, now  stands  at  751,882,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  9.6  per  cent 
over  the  1923  crop  in  these  countries.     See  barley  production  table,

The  first  estimate  of  the  1930  area  sown  to  barley  in  Bulgaria 
is  485,000  acres,  which  is  about  the  same  as  that  sown  last  year.  The 
first  report  of  the  area  sown  in  Tunis  is  1,236,000  acres,  the  same 
as  the  final  estimate  of  last  year.     The  condition  of  barley  in  Egypt 
ag  of  January  1  is  estimated  at  100  per  cent  of  the  past  ton-year  aver- 
age,  the  same  as  on  Boo ember  1,  and  on  January  1,  1929. 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina  and 
the  Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  amount 
to  76,048,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  6.5  per  cent  from  the  shipments 
during  the  same  periods  last  year.     United  States  barley  exports  during 
the  week  ended  January  4  were  one  of  the  smallest  weekly  shipments  for 
several  years.     Sec  barley  trade  table,  page  51.    Barley  prices  in- 
creased slightly  during  that  week.     No.  2  barley  at  Minneapolis  advanced 
to  59  cents  per  bushel,  one  cent  above  the  price  for  the  two  preceding 
weeks,  but  one  cent  below  the  price  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year.

The  European  demand  for  barley  is  reported  to  be  generally  quiet 
at  present,  with  prices  tending  to  be  a  little  lower  owing  to  the  cheapness 
of  the  other  feed  grains. 

St  ocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Divi- 
sion of  Canada  on  January  3  stood  at  23,597,000  bushels,  almost  twice  as 
much  as  on  the  same  date  last  year  and  more  than  three  times  as  much  as 
in  1927.    Receipts  of  barley  at  Fort  William,  Port  Arthur  and  Vancouver 
from  August  1  -  January  3  amounted  to  14,324,000  bushels,  while  shipments 
during  the  same  period  totaled  4,353,000  bushels.

The  1929  oats  production  in  the  35  countries  so  far  reported  now  totals 
3,530,573,000  "bushels,  a  decrease  of  5.8  per  cent  from  the  production  in  the 
same  countries  last  year.     The  first  report  of  the  oats  crop  in  Northern  Ire- 
land is  20,072,000  "bushels,  or  3.7  per  cent  above  last  year's  harvest.  The 
previous  estimate  of  the  oats  production  in  Germany  has  "been  increased  "by 
more  than  27,000,000  "bushels  to  508,543,000  "bushels,  which  is  more  than  5.5 
per  cent  above  the  1928  harvest,  and  the  largest  crop  since  1914.  Production 
in  the  26  European  countries  reported  now  totals  1,908,351,000  bushels,  or 
3.3  per  cent  above  that  of  1923.     See  oats  production  table,  page  49. 

The  first  estimate  of  the  1950  area  sown  to  oats  in  Tunis  is  96,000 
acres,  the  same  as  the  1929  oats  area,  but  a  little  below  the  1928  acreage. 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,  the  Dar.ubian  countries, 
Argentina,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  from  November  1  to  the  latest  dates 
available  total  15,901,000  "bushels,  a  decrease  of  50.3  per  cent  from  the  ex- 
ports during  the  same  periods  last  year.    United  States  oats  experts  increased 
a  little  during  the  week  ended  January  4  over  those  of  the  two  preceding 
weeks.     See  oats  trade  table,  page  51.    Prices  declined  a  little  during  that 
week.    No.  3  white  oats  at  Chicago  dropped  2  cents  to  44  cents  per  bushel, 
which  was  also  2  cents  below  the  price. for  the  corresponding  period  last  year.

Oats  prices  in  Germany  were  reported  to  have  increased  considerably 
about  the  middle  of  December.  That  country  has  a  large  carryover  of  oats, 
however,  so  that  it  is  quite  possible  that  nrices  may  decline  later. 

Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of 
Canada  on  January  3  amounted  to  15,563,000  bushels  compared  with  14,399,000 
bushels  on  the  same  date  last  year,  and  9,258,000  bushels  in  1927.  Receipts 
cf  03.zz  at  Port  William,  Port  Arthur,  Vancouver,  and  Prince  Rupert  from 
August  I  to  January  3  totaled  2,555,000  bushels,  while  shipments  during  the 
same  period  amounted  to  5,843,000  bushels. 

Corn 

The  1929  corn  production  as  reported  in  19  countries  now  stands  at 
3,435,254,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  2.5  per  cent  over  the  production  in  the 
same  countries  last  year.     The  total  for  the  10  European  countries  reported 
now  amount's  to  671,760,000  bushels,  nearly  86  per  cent  above  the  harvest  of 
these  countries  in  1928.

Ad out  norma-  warmth  prevailed  in  the  corn  zone  of  Argentina 
during  the  ?/eek  ended  January  6,  according  to  the  United  States  Weather 
Bureau.     The  mean  temperature  for  the  week  was  750,  or  1°  "below  normal. 
There  was  also  the  normal  amount  of  rainfall,  the  weekly  total  being 
0.8  inch.     The  condition  of  winter  corn  in  Egypt  at  the  "beginning  of 
January  was  estimated  at  101  per  cent  of  the  average  of  the  past  ten  years, 
the  same  as  a  month  earlier.    At  the  "beginning  of  January  a  year  ago  its 
condition  was  olaced  at  103  per  cent. 

Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  the  Danubian  countries, 
Argentina  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  from  November  1  to  the  latest  - 
dates  available  total  41,688,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  13.5  per  cent 
from  the  exports  of  these  countries  during  the 'same  periods  last  year. 
United  States  exports  during  the  week  ended  January  4  showed  an  increase 
over  those  for  the  two  preceding  weeks,  but  were  still  very  small  com- 
pared with  exports  at  the  same  time  the  year  before.    Argentine  exports 
during  the  week  ended  January  4,  although  amounting  to^nearly  2,500,000 
bushels,  were  the  smallest  weekly  export  since  the  end  of  November, 
See  corn  export  table,  page  51. 

The  cash  orice  of  1Tb.  3  yellow  corn  at  Chicago  decreased  4  cents 
to  85  cents  per  bushel  during  the  week  ended  Janury  3,  the  same  as  for 
the  same  week  of  the  previous  year,  while  May  futures  remained  at  96 
cents,  the  same  as  the  price  for  the  two  preceding,  ?;eeks,  and  5  cents 
above  the  May  future  quotations  at  the  same  time  last  year.

THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET:     The .demand  for  high  grade  apples  was 
a  little  better  on  the  Liverpool  auction  Wednesday,  January  8,  according 
to  a  cable  received  in  the  Eoreign  Service  from  Mr,  E.  A.  Motz,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture's  fruit  specialist  in  Europe.     Supplies  of  both  barreled 
and  boxed  apples  were  light.     The  general  condition  of  the  American  fruit 
was  good  but  there  is  still  too  much  low  grade  fruit  on  the  market.  Most 
of  this  is  Canadian.     Canadian  apples  were  in  more  liberal  supply  than 
American.     The  demand  for  most  varieties  of  apples  offered  was  moderate,

"out  Yorks  net  a  good  demand  and  made  "better  prices  than  last  week.  The 
U.  S.  ITo.  1,  2-1/4  inch  grade  sold  at  the  sane  price  as  it  did  a  year  ago. 
Virginia. Albemarle. Pippins  were  quoted  at  about  $8.27  per  "barrel  for  the 
U.  S.  No.  2,  2-1/4  inch  grade.    This  was  the  best  price  made  on  the  auction 
for  barreled  apples.    Hew  York  Rhode  Island  greenings  sold  at  considerably 
less  than  they  did  at  this  time  a  year  ago.     Canadian  barreled  apples  sold 
mostly  from  $2.92  to  $4.33  per  barrel,  although  the  price 'range  was  between 
$1.46  and  $5.84  per  "barrel. 

At  London  barreled  and  boxed  apples  wore  in  light  supply,  demand  was 
improving  and  the  general  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good.    Prices  were  a 
little  lower  than  those  at  Liverpool.    Wine  saps '  from  Virginia  were  in  gen- 
erally fair  condition.    Oregon  Spitzenbergs  were  in  light  'supply  and  met  a 
moderate  demand.     The  Empire  Marketing  Board  reports  supplies  afloat  to 
arrive  in  Great  Britain  in  the  week  ended  January  15  from  'Canada  and  the 
United  States  total  60,800  barrels  and' 9,700  boxes  from  Atlantic  ports,  90 
per  cent  of  which  are  of  Canadian  origin.    Shipments  of  South  African  decidu- 
ous fruits  are  the  heaviest  on  record  for  this  time  of  years  S7,C00  boxes 
are  expected  next  week.    This  is  three  times  greater  than  last  year's 
arrivals  for  the  same  period.     This  fruit  is  arriving  in  excellent  condition. 
Spanish  and  Jaffa  oranges  are  also  arriving  in  large ■ quantities  and  selling 
at  extremely  low  prices.

THE  HAMBURG  APPL3  MA2KET:     Prices  on  the  Hamburg  auction,  Thrunsday, 
January  9,  were  only  slightly  better  than  last  week  for  boxed  apples,  but 
considerably  above  those  of  a  year  ago,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the 
Foreign  Service  from  Mr.  I*.  A.  Mots,  the  Department's  fruit  specialist  in 
Europe.    York  Imperials  made  fair  prices  but  2?eT-'  York  Baldwins  sold  at 
extremely  low  prices.    Considering  the  small  quantities  of  fruit  offered 
the  demand  was  only  fair,  both  boxed  and  barreled  apples.     There  were  15,200 
boxes  and  2, SCO  barrels  offered  at  the  auction.
